To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  New  Boston,  in  the 
County  of  Hillsborough,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  affairs :

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  put  steel 
ceiling  and  side  walls  on  lower  hall,  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  to  help  defray  expenses  of  a  Town 
Fair,  or  act  in  relation  thereto.

10.  Road  from  the  corners  near  No.  15  Schoolhouse 
to  the  Todd  Mill  road,  at  a  point  near  the  old  mill-site. 

11.  Road  from  the  H.  P.  Beals  farm,  to  the  Tucker 
Mill  road,  and  known  as  the  Nigger  Hill  road. 

12.  Road  from  the  Muzzey  place,  so-called,  to  the  Nig- 
ger Hill  road. 

13.  Road  from  the  river  road,  to  the  Curtis  Richards 
farm,  and  known  as  the  Wilson  Hill  road. 

14.  Road  from  Charles  Baker  residence  to  the  Bog- 
road. 

15.  Road  from  corner  near  Alfred  Campbell  mill,  to 
road  leading  from  Goffstown  to  Dawson  Corner. 

16.  Road  from  corner  near  the  residence  of  George 
Merrill,  past  the  Burnham  place,  to  the  Paper  Mill  road. 

17.  Road  from  George  Strong's  residence,  past  the 
Newman  Wilson  place,   Manchester  road. 


18.  Road  from  Pickey  place,  so-called,  to  the  John 
Brown  place. 

19.  Road  from  the  Miller  place,  so-called,  to  the  resi- 
dence of  Albert  Stevens. 

20.  Road  from  a  point  near  the  Frank  Woods  place, 
so-called,  to  the  old  Turnpike,  and  known  as  the  Colby 
Hill  road. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  relinquish 
any  rights  they  may  have  in  land  south  of  Cemetery, 
known  as  the  old  Pound  lot,  so  it  may  be  added  to  the 
Cemetery  by  the  Cemetery  Trustees. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reconsider 
the  vote  taken  at  the  Town  Meeting  last  year,  to  install 
a  public  watering  tub  in  some  convenient  place'  in  the 
village. 

Article  12.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in 
regard  to  care  of  Monument,  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  same. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $400  for  the  purpose  of  co-oper- 
ating with  the  State  and  Federal  Government,  in  control 
of  the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust,  or  act  in  relation  thereto.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order,  and  the  warrant  there- 
for was  read  by  William  O.  Dodge,  Moderator,  and  before 
the  transaction  of  any  business  the  Supervisors  of  the 
Check  List  took  and  subscribed  on  the  back  of  the  check 
list  to  be  used  at  said  meeting,  the  oath  prescribed  by 
Section  Nine,  Chapter  Thirty-two  of  the  Public  Statutes. 

Town  Clerk 

The  whole  number  of  tickets  given  in  for  Town  Clerk 
was  fifty-nine,  upon  which  Charles  F.  Marden  had  fifty- 
nine  votes,  and  was  declared  elected  by  the  Moderator, 
and  in  open  meeting  took  the  oath  of  office  by  law  pre- 
scribed. 

Treasurer 

The  whole  number  of  tickets  given  in  for  Treasurer  was 
seventy-nine,  upon  which  James  W.  Spaulding  had  one 
vote. 

Ernest  E.  Hagland  had  seventy-three  votes,  and  Ernest 
E.  Hagland  was  declared  elected  by  the  Moderator. 

Selectman,  For  Three  Years 

The  whole  number  of  tickets  given  in  for  Selectman 
was  eighty-two,  upon  which  James  W.  Spaulding  had  one 
vote. 

A.  Boulter  had  one  vote,  and  William  O.  Dodge  had 
eighty  votes,  and  the  said  William  O.  Dodge  was  declared 
elected  Selectman  for  three  years,  and  in  open  meeting 
took  the  oath  of  office  by  law  prescribed.

Mr.  Charles  H.  Shedd  having  all  the  fifty-four  votes 
cast  for  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  was  declared  elected  by 
the  Moderator. 

Fire  Wards 
By  major  vote,  chose  Brainard  P.  Newton,  Harlan  E. 
Shedd  and  Alvin  P.  Smith  Fire  Wards.     In  open  meeting 
Brainard  P.  Newton  and  Harold  E.  Shedd  took  the  oath 
of  office  by  law  prescribed. 

Auditors 

By  major  vote,  chose  George  D.  Marden  and  Thomas 
E.  Cochran,  Auditors,  and  in  open  meeting  took  the  oath 
of  office  by  law  prescribed. 

Money- 
Voted  that  so  much  of  Article  2  as  pertains  to  highways 
be  laid  on  the  table,  and  pass  to  Article  13.  On  motion 
of  Charles  H.  Shedd,  that  the  Town  return  to  the  High- 
way Agent  System,  voted  thirty-one  to  twenty-three  not 
to  return.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  appoint  the  necessary 
highway  surveyors,  and  returned  to  Article  2. 

(a)  Voted  to  accept  State  Aid. 

(b)  Voted  that  we  raise  and  appropriate  the  amount 
required  by  law  for  the  support  of  schools. 

(c)  Voted  that  we  raise  and  appropriate  six  thousand 
dollars  for  the  repair  of  roads  and  bridges. 

Voted  a  recess  until  1.15  p.  m. 

Called  to  order  at  1.18  p.  m. 

(d)  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars. 

(e)  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dol- 
lars, and  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
be  authorized  to  receive  and  account  for  the  same. 

(f )  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  any  unexpended  balance  be  returned  to  the 
treasury. 

(g)  Voted  that  we  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars  to  tar  one  mile  of  State  Road  in  the 
village.

Article  7.  Voted  that  we  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  to  buy  a  Fire  Truck,  and  Arthur  W. 
Holt,  Osborne  A.  Sutherland  and  Charles  W.  Blanchard 
were  chosen  a  committee  to  attend  to  purchase  of  same. 

Watering  Tub 

Article  8.  Voted  that  we  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  placing  a 
watering  tub  or  trough  in  the  village,  and  that  the  Select- 
men be  authorized  to  see  to  it. 

Soldiers'  Monument 

Article  9.  Voted  that  we  appropriate  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  any  unexpended  balance  be  re- 
turned to  the  treasury.

In  summing  up  the  fire  record  for  the  year  it  seems 
appalling  to  think  of  so  many  fires  in  such  a  small  place 
and  the  damage  which  has  been  caused.  It  is  also  a 
regretable  fact  that  when  a  set  of  buildings  is  burned 
up  they  are  seldom  replaced.  This  means  not  only  the 
loss  to  the  town  but  to  the  state  as  well.  As  valuation 
decreases  the  tax  rate  increases. 

Over  50  per  cent  of  the  fires  are  caused  by  defective 
chimneys.  It  is  therefore  everybody's  duty  who  has 
any  property  in  charge  to  look  after  such  things  and 
see  that  they  are  in  proper  shape  before  the  cold  weath- 
er comes. 

The  fire  apparatus  has  been  augmented  by  adding 
a  Reo  truck  which  is  equipped  with  hand  extinguish- 
ers, ladders,  pails,  hoes,  shovels  and  many  other  things 
which  are  often  needed  at  a  fire.  This  has  proved  very 
useful  and  has  saved  many  a  possible  injury  to  a  pri- 
vate car  and  been  able  to  have  all  the  necessities  at  a 
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fire  promptly.  Twelve  new  hand  extinguishers  have 
also  been  added  to  the  equipment.  These  new  extin- 
guishers are  the  same  as  the  old  ones,  making  the  parts 
interchangeable. 

The  matter  of  installing  a  pump  on  the  truck  will 
be  brought  to  your  attention  at  town  meeting.  Facts 
and  figures  are  not  available  at  this  time  but  will  be  at 
town  meeting.  It  is  a  fact  however  that  if  a  pump  had 
been  available  at  the  fire  at  the  White  and  Duncklee 
lot,  more  than  half  the  cost  of  that  one  fire  would  have 
been  saved.  A  brook  was  near  by  and  water  could 
have  been  pumped  from  that.  Not  only  the  cost  of  the 
fire  but  several  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  lumber  might 
have  been  saved  also.  In  making  a  survey  it  is  sur- 
prising to  find  how  many  places  a  pump  could  be  used 
in  case  of  necessity. 

Your  Fire  Wards  have  tried  to  do  their  duty  as  they 
promised  and  as  the  record  shows,  have  had  quite  a 
busy  time.  However,  it  is  not  a  pleasant  task  to  get 
out  of  bed  in  the  middle  of  the  night  and  fight  chimney 
fires,  with  the  thermometer  at  14  below  zero.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  New  Boston : 

Of  the  regular  teachers  in  the  schools  this  present  year, 
two  of  them  are  teaching  here  for  the  first  time.  Miss 
Madaleine  Eastman,  who  has  taken  up  work  in  the  High 
School,  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Maine  and  had 
teaching  experience  previous  to  coming  to  New  Boston. 
Miss  Elizabeth  Kimball,  who  has  charge  of  the  Grammar 
room,  is  a  graduate  of  Keene  Normal  School,  and  has  also 
had  experience  previous  to  this  year.  Miss  Blanche 
Dodge,  known  to  all,  has  come  in  as  a  special  teacher  in 
the  High  School,  having  charge  of  Freshman  and  Sopho- 
more English.  As  was  necessary  in  the  absence  ot  the 
third  teacher,  English  One  and  Two  are  combined.  This 
made  a  group  of  such  size  that  it  was  impossible  for  the 
work  to  be  dene  as  it  ought  to  be.  Miss  Dodge  has  taken 
this  group  and  divided  it  into  two  classes,  so  that  now  we 
have  an  English  One  group  and  an  English  Two  group. 

One  of  the  criticisms  of  our  High  School  work  by  the 
State  High  School  Deputy  is  that  not  enough  reading  of 
books  has  been  done  in  the  English  work.  We  cannot 
allow  our  work  to  come  up  to  anything  less  than  the  stan- 
dard set  for  Approved  High  Schools.  Miss  Eastman 
takes  care  of  the  rest  of  the  English  in  the  High  School, 
in  addition  to  Latin  and  French. 

The  enrollment  in  the  Elementary  Schools  this  year  is 
just  about  as  in  the  previous  year.  In  the  High  School,  it 
has  been  somewhat  larger. 

Of  the  ten  graduates  in  the  High  School  class  of  1924, 
nine  of  them  have  entered  other  schools  this  fall.  This  is 
worthy  of  notice,  because  it  is  an  unusually  high  percent- 
age. It  is  interesting"  to  note  where  these  young  people 
have  gone. 

Homer  Dodge  is  at  Dartmouth;  Henry  Dodge,  at  Bos- 
ton University ;  Clarence  Boulter,  at  Nortwestern  Uni- 
versity, Boston ;  John  Todd,  at  New  Hampshire  Univer- 
sity ;  Elise  Holt,  at  Simmons  College ;  Ellen  Barr  and 
Gertrude  Wahls,  at  Plymouth  Normal  School ;  Donald 
Fraser,  at  dishing  Academy;  Winifred  Smith,  at  Bryant 
and  Stratton  Bu«u?:ss  College. 
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Of  the  fifteen  who  completed  the  work  of  the  eighth 
grade  last  June  in  New  Boston  schools,  all  entered  High 
School.  Since  then,  one  has  dropped  out.  In  the  super- 
visory union  there  were  fifty-six  pupils  who  completed 
the  eighth  grade  last  June.  These  pupils  all  took  the 
same  standard  test  and  thus  it  was  possible  to  rate  them 
according  to  their  standing  in  this  test.  Taking  the  high- 
est ten  out  of  the  fifty-six,  New  Boston  has  three.  Miss 
Ruth  Dodge  had  the  honor  and  distinction  of  being  the 
highest  of  the  fifty-six. 

The  tendency  to  go  on  at  High  School  from  the  eighth 
grade  is  one  that  should  be  encouraged.  Young  people 
today  should  be  satisfied  with  nothing  less  at  least  than 
the  High  School. 

One  marked  addition  to  the  equipment  of  the  Village 
Elementary  rooms  were  the  new  seats  installed  early  last 
spring.  Forty  adjustable  seats  and  desks  were  placed  in 
each  of  the  Elementary  rooms  in  the  Village.  This  has 
not  only  made  a  vast  improvement  in  the  appearance  of 
the  rooms,  but  is  decidedly  more  advantageous  for  all 
pupils  and  teachers  concerned.  Regarding  these  desks 
it  should  be  said  that  the  pupils  have  taken  great  pains  to 
keep  them  in  the  finest  condition  possible.  Most  of  them 
have  kept  their  desks  covered  with  blotters  or  some  other 
covering. 

Recently  twenty  chairs  with  a  writing  arm  have  been 
placed  in  the  High  School.  This  does  away  with  some 
of  the  old  benches  that  have  been  used  for  years  which 
provide  no  means  whatever  for  the  taking  of  notes  as  is 
constantly  required  in  class.  Moreover  the  benches  have 
been  in  use  so  long  that  they  are  almost  wrecked.  This 
will  allow  the  work  of  the  High  School  pupils  to  be  car- 
ried on  under  more  advantageous  conditions. 

The  health  supervision  this  year  has  been  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Fraser.  Every  pupil  in  school  has  a 
thorough  examination  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year. 
With  the  co-operation  of  the  parents,  not  only  much  loss 
of  school  time,  but  much  illness  might  be  prevented  if  Dr. 
Fraser's  suggestions  regarding  defects  to  be  corrected 
might  be  acted  upon.  As  a  rule  the  schools  have  been 
quite  free  from  sickness  of  any  sort  this  year.  They  have 
been  more  free,  indeed,  than  we  have  reason  to  expect 
considering  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  not  far  away. 
There  has  been  but  a  very  little  of  school  time  lost  on  ac- 
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count  of  bad  weather  this  year.     We  hope  this  good  for- 
tune may  continue. 

Work  in  the  Fundamentals,  including  reading,  arith- 
metic, writing,  spelling,  English,  geography,  is  being  car- 
ried on  in  the  High  School,  endeavoring  not  only  to  pre- 
vent the  loss  of  knowledge  and  efficiency  in  these  things, 
but  also  to  effect  improvement.  In  the  Elementary  grades 
more  emphasis  is  being  put  upon  the  fundamentals  also. 
The  aim  in  arithmetic  first  is  accuracy ;  second,  speed.  In 
reading  it  is  not  so  much  the  ability  to  pronounce  words  as 
it  is  to  grasp  the  meaning  of  what  has  been  read.  In 
spelling  there  is  constant  drill  upon  the  words  which  are 
to  be  used  in  every-day  life,  with  no  attention  being  given 
to  any  attractive  collection  of  catch-words  which  can  be 
used  on  "show-off"  occasions.  In  English  less  techhnical 
grammar  is  being  emphasized  and  more  attention  given 
to  "Correct  English"  habits.  In  all  of  these  things  sug- 
gestions and  materials  are  afforded  the  teachers  to  enable 
them  to  accomplish  these  ends. 

Although  it  may  be  thought  that  a  great  deal  of  money 
has  been  spent  in  the  Village  Building  the  last  few  years, 
by  way  of  steel  ceilings  and  adjustable  seats  and  desks 
and  chairs,  two  things  that  should  be  taken  care  of  soon 
are  these:  One  is  the  completion  of  steel  (or  wallboard) 
walls  and  ceilings  in  the  halls  of  the  school  buildings  in 
the  Village.  Unless  this  is  done  the  plastering  is  going 
to  be  falling  again  soon. 

Another  matter  which  should  be  taken  care  of  also  is 
the  providing  of  blackboards.  In  all  of  the  rooms  the 
blackboards  are  old,  consisting  for  the  most  part  of  walls 
simply  painted.  These  are  now  old,  scratched,  broken  and 
checked,  and  there  is  no  way  of  fixing  them.  In  all  the 
rooms  new  blackboards  ought  to  be  installed.  If  this 
is  done  in  good  shape  it  will  stay  good  for  years.
